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REMARKS 

The applicants have amended claims 1 and 20 to define the present invention 
more particularly and distinctly in order to overcome the rejections. The 
applicants respectfully request the examiner to reconsider said amended claims, 
and respectfully submit that the present pending claims are now placed in position 
for allowance, for the following reasons: 

/. Claim Rejections under 35 U. 5. C. 102 

Claims 1, 3, 6-9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kandybowski (US Pat. No. 4,647,124), and Claims 1, 4 and 5 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by McHugh et al.(US 
2004/0166703). 

The rejections of Claims J, 3, 6-9 and 20 on Kandybowski are traversed 

Examiner in the Office action rejected independent claims 1 and 20, among 
other claims, using Kandybowski. Claims 1 and 20 have been amended to 
patentably define over this reference, so the dependent Claims 3 and 6-9 are also 
patentable. Applicants request reconsideration of the rejections, as now 
applicable to amended claims 1 and 20 for the following reasons: 

(1) Kandybowski fails to disclose the novel feature recited in amended claim 1 

Feature A: "each of the protrusions has a substantially 
parallelepiped-shaped configuration" 

Apllicants respectfully submit that Kandybowski fails to disclose feature A. 
As disclosed in Fig. 1 of Kandybowski, the protrusions 38 are half-cylinder shaped 
towards the cavity, and they have not substantially parallelepiped-shaped 
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configuration. That is, the protrusions 38 in Kandybowski have not inner surfaces 
parallel to corresponding side walls of the base. Therefore, it is difficult to obtain 
a benchmark from the protrusions in Kandybowski, 

Therefore, the amended independent Claim 1 is believed to be patentable over 
Kandybowski. 

(2) Kandybowski fails to disclose the novel feature recited in amended claim 20 

Feature A: "each of the protrusions defines a flat interior face normally 
facing the cavity" 

In Kandybowski, the protrusions 38 are half-cylinder shaped, and they have 
arched inner surfaces. That is, Kandyboeski fails to disclose the protrusion that 
has the flat interior face normally facing the cavity. 

Therefore, the amended independent Claim 20 is believed to be patentable 
over Kandybowski, 

The rejections of Claims 1, 4 and 5 on MuHugh are traversed 

Examiner in the Office action rejected independent claims 1, 4 and 5 using 
McHugh. Claims 1 has been amended to patentably define over this reference, so 
the dependent Claims 4 and 5 are also patentable. Applicants request 
reconsideration of the rejections, as now applicable to amended claim 1 for the 
following reasons: 

(1) McHugh fails to disclose the novel features recited in amended claim 1 

Feature A: "each of the side walls defines at least one protrusion thereon 
extending into the cavity" 
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Apllicants respectfully submit that McHugh fails to disclose feature A. In 
McHugh, there are only two side walls define protrusions, and they may only 
obtain two lines parallel to corresponding side walls, but not all the benchmarks. 
Therefore, when the other two side walls warp, it is difficult to accurately measure 
the cavity. 

Feature B: "each of the protrusions has a substantially 
parallelepiped-shaped configuration" 

Same as shown in Kandybowski, McHugh also fails to disclose the 
protrusions having substantially parallelepiped-shaped configuration. The 
protrusions in McHugh are half-cylinder shaped, and it is difficult to obtain a 
benchmark for accurately measuring the cavity of the base. 

Therefore, the amended independent Claim ). is believed to be patentable over 
McHugh. 

///. Claim Rejections under 35 U. SI C. 103 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kandybowski. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the protrusions in the instant application 
have substantially parallelpiped-shaped configuration, and the particular 
configuration is significant. The object of defining protrusions in the instant 
application is obtaining benchmarks, so each of the protrusions should has an inner 
surface parallel to corresponding side wall. Because of the parallelpiped-shaped 
configuration, the benchmark can be easily obtained by joining inner surfaces of 
two protrusions. 
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IK Conclusion 

For all the above reasons, the applicants assert that all the pending claims are 
now in proper form and are patentably distinguishable from the prior arts. Therefore, 
the applicants submit that this application is now in condition for allowance, and an 
action to this effect is earnestly requested.
